2. Re paragraph le. of reference, I strongly urge that CGS 
change the aame of Ops Center to some other name to avoid conflict 
with the OSA OPCEN; the latter is an officially aasigned and recognized 
cable address in the channel in support of OSA activities. 


3, E recommend thet whenever CGS makes recommendations for 
the collection of intelligence involving aseets that CGS coordinate with the 
operational division involved for feasibility, timely accommodation, etc. 


4, Re paragraph 1f. of reference, there is certain information which 
OD/S&T needa on an immediate basis in support of operations from NPIC, 
Ceoperation and coordination with NPIC has been established and is 
functioning on a satisfactory basis to both parties at thia tine, Seach 
information as the location of new SAM sites and particular items relative 
te order of battle located in OSA area of interest cannot tolerate the 
wureaucracy of going through several channels for a timely survivability 
eetimate and maximum safety of an operation. pores A Sg 
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4, H ia my understanding after reading the referenced pape:, chai 
the primacy functioa af CGS will be to receive all CLA requirements, such 
ae those submitted at COMOR in order that the CGS COMOR representa- 
tive whe is in fact the CIA representative aa “OMOR can act aa the single 
agent tor processiag requirements, In additien, the CGS will have to be 
nade knowledgeable in detail on all programé in the U. 5.
